LONDON, #—Russian Com- 
munists refused to participate in 
a Yugoslav Communist congress 
because Premier Marshal Tito 
and his followers have placed 
themselves ‘outside the family of 
Communist parties.” 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
and the Moscow radio announced 
the blunt Russian rejection of the 
Yugoslav invitation.
